Seventeen National Guard di- 
visions must be brought up to war 
strength and several special service 
forces organized out of this reservoir 
so that the number of drafted men 
remaining at the cantonments hardly 
will be sufficient to organize thra 16 
National Army divisions at full war 
strength. 
Whether a. call for more 


men will be issued has not yet been 
indicated. 


Secretary Baker said today that dei- 


inite figures as to the number of Na- 
tional Army men 1t will be necessary 
t-j transfer to the National Guard are 
not available- A dual process of or- 
ganization at the guard encampments 
delays reports. Not only are these di- 
visions being mobilized for the first 
time, but the whole fabric of the in- 
fantry army is being organized on the

New York.—The return to clviliza 


tlon of Daniel B. MacJIillnn. American 
explorer, brings to a successful close 
one of the most remarkable stays in 
the Ice of the roof of the globe record 
e<3 In the annals of Arctic exploration 


Unusual good and unusual bad luck 


marked the expedition's history. No 
les» than five ships were used to gel 
the party into northern Greenland, and 
on the two unsuccessful and one suc- 
cessful attempt* to bring MacMillan 
back home again, but not a single 
person involved lost his life, and 
there was no more serious casualty 
than the loss of frozen toes. This is 
a unique record for an Arctic expedi- 
tion lasting four years. 


Although the enterprise cost about 


$250,000 and was one of the most, if 
not the most, costly ever known, sci- 
entists of the American Museum of 


Ward'* Art j Datura! History here are frankly de- 


lighted today with tbe wealth of new 
information and the specimens of min 
erals and the fauna and flora of the 
frozen North which MacMillan brings 
back. 
>* 


Worked AH the Time. 


Most uninitiated persons think an 


Arctic expedition consists of periods 
of intense labor interspersed with long, 
aggravating waits in absolute idleness, 
while the weather prevents traveling 
far. 


But this is ft mistake. MacMillan 


was working all the time. Even when 
forced to stay near his main base at 
Etah, he kept busy, very bnsj;. That Is 
why, says MacMillan, he found the last 
four years the shortest of his life. 
Many times he went 36 to 40 hours 
without sleep, pursuing Ws scientific 
studies. And he had considerable time 
to devote to these studies, for actual 
exploring can only be done in three 
months out of the twelve. 


MacMillan is eager to return to this 


bleak but interesting region of the 
north pole and will undoubtedly do so 
as soon as he can find sufficient finan- 
cial backing. 


•Will Fly Over Ice. 


His next trip will be something en- 


tirely novel in Arctic exploration, for 
he proposes to use an airplane to widen 
his radius of action. "I expect to do 
as much in a day with an airplane as 
I can do in SO days with the dogs," he 
explained. 


AlacMIlian was greatly pleased to 


learn of the progress ia aviation 
which has taken place on account of 
the great war during his stay away 
from the world. He th'oks airplane 
construction has now been carried to 
a point of perfection where he can 
rely on certain types of flyers as fully 
as he does on his "huskies" and his 
snow-shoes,

MacMillan left Sydney, N. S., aboard 


the Diana in July, 3613. The ship was 
wrecked off Barge Point, Labrador, but 
was finally pulled off and taken to St. 
John's, where the supplies were trans- 
ferred to the Erik. 


Three Rescue Attempts. 


In the second ship the party reached 


Etnh, on the west Greenland coast, 
August 20. 


It was more than two years ago that 


the first relief t-xpedition was sent out. 
Doctor Grcafell's Labrador missionary 
schooner, the George B. duett, started 
in July, 1015, for Etah, but was unable 
to go through the heavy floes of ice en- 
countered. 


Dr. Edmund C. Hovey of the Ameri- 


can museum then fitted out the Den- 
mark, but this ship failed also, and Is 
believed to be still frozen In the ice 
off the Greenland coast. It was Cnpt. 
Robert Bnrtlett, companion of Peary 
on the trip when he reached the north 
pole, who finally succeeded where the 
others had failed. He used the staunch 
sealing steamer Neptune, and by his 
feat he adds considerably to the repu- 
tation he made on his several voyages 
with I'eary. Bartlett says the ice on 
this trip was the heaviest bp * ad ever 
met. 
MacMillnn was also one of 


Peary's lieutenants on the polar trip.

With his thousands "of specimens so 


valuable to the scientific world, Mac- 
Millan brings back an insignificant tin 
box, which to one person In the world 
means more than a hundred nar-whale 
skeletons. 
MacMillan told the story 


of this little box as follows: 


"I gave this box to a little Eskimo 


girl, who will cry her eyes out orer the 
oss of it. She insisted upon coming 
with us up from Etah. Forty miles 
'rom there we had to chase her off the 
>oat, and in her hurry she left.this 
:in box. She can comfort herself with 
;he other treasures priceless to her. I 
gave her a little silver watch, a tooth- 
brush, bits of gaudy cloth, a rattrap, 
ome parafin which she used 
as 


chewing gum and a piece of soap. I 
first saw the child when I came north 
with Peary on the trip when he found 
the pole." 


W. Elmer Ekblaw and all the mera- 


>ers of the party gave high praise to 
Dr. Morton P. Porsild, a noted Danish 
scientist, fir^d of the Danish govern- 
ment scientific station at Codhaven, 
)isco island, Greenland. Ekblaw was 
he first American scientist to spend 
any time with Doctor Porslid, although 
indents from several European coun- 
rles have been sent to the station for 
nstruction. 


"Doctor Porsild is doing work In bct- 
ny, geology, astronomy nnd zoology 
nd In the study of Eskimo culture 
'hich will gain recognition from the 
whole scientific world," said Ekblaw. 
"He and his wife have been at God- 
haven since 1905; their daughter was 
born there and has never been out of 
Greenland. He initiated his work and 
the Danish government was so im- 
pressed by Its value that thf>y allow 
him 10,000 crowns (about §2.880) a 
year to carry it on. It 
extends 


throughout the? Baffin Bay region and 
along the east coast of Greenland. 


"Doctor Porsild Is forty-five years 


old, but looks older. He has a beautl- 
fiii home, an extensive library and a 
well-equipped laboratory. The numer- 
ous hot springs at Godhaven render 
the climate nnd vegetation similar to 
those some 600 miles to the south."

Red Heads of Asiatic Turkey 


Last of the Baal Worshioers. 


HAVE SOME QUEER CUSTOMS. 


All Mai** Wear Red Cap* and Around 


Th«ir Throati Red Knotted Cord* and 
Allow Th*ir Wive* to Beat Them—All 
•abie* Are Salted When Born. 


Stmnge people ure the Red Heads of 


'Asiatic Turkey. They are the last or 
the Baal worshipers. The men wear 
red caps; hence their name Red Heads. 
They also -wear red knotted cords 
•round their necks. The cord 1* put 
on daring babyhood and Is never re- 
moved. It is Interred with the body 
«fter death. They share their heads 
except for a patch on the top, and 
here they allow the hair to grow long 
•nd plait It into retails, which hang 
•bout their ears. They are tall, wiry 
feliowa, -with enormous appetites for 
both food and drink. 


The women, who do not veil them 


selves and who dress simply In loose 
fitting garments, are thin and spare, 
hut 
wonderfully 
strong. 
In their 


homes they wear breeches as well as 
skirts. There is no wife beating among 
the Bed Heads, but plenty of husband 
beating. The husbands tafea their fre- 
quent chastisements meekly and pa- 
tiently. They employ themselves, both 
the women and the men, In agriculture 
»nd tlieft, They produce a couple of 
crops, tobacco and durra. The rest of 
their time Is given up to looting the 
Turks* crops and cattls. 


In the canter of every village there 


Is a, small circle railed off, and In this 
space there Is planted the special reli- 
gious emblem, an evergreen oak. No 
one except the father priest of the vil- 
lage enters the Inclosed ground, "which 
ig decorated with small flags, strings 
of coins and bright colored beads. 
Abound and about the circle the Eed 
Heads celebrate the only religious fes- 
tival known to them, "the gathering of 
the new moon," which takes place ev- 
ery month: Directly'a new moon makes 
it» appearance the people are called 
together,by..tt lay priest beating a. bar- 
rel shaped drum stuck cad up on the 
ground. ' ' 


Fires are lit, the cooking utensils 


placed thereon and the sheep killed by 
tb« priest; who^ sprinkles "a little' of 
the Animals' blood on the oak, and the 
carcasses flared and cut up Into joints 
and the latter cooked over the flr'es, 
before which millet and wheat cakes 
are by this.time baking on huge flags. 
In the meantime- tables on trestles are 
net up and laid with wooden plates, 
horn spoons and steel knives and forks, 
and soon the feasting begins. 
The 


women, waft on the men, who gorge 
steadily foe about an hour and then, 
while their wires and daughters are 
clearing tip the little they have left. In- 
dulge la dancing, drinking and general 
merriment.' 


No religious foEm&llty marks the 


fe*Mt, no blessing or benediction or 
grace. Indeed, not at birth or burial 
or marriage do these survivors of the 
ancient Baal worshipers employ any 
formula or observe anything in the na- 
ture of a religious ceremony. 
They 


have no Bible, no prayer book, no lit- 
urgy, no place of worship. Their one 
and only sanctuary Is the sacred tree 
inclosure, their only religious symbol 
the evergreen oak. 


When a ha by Is born it is warmly 


clothed, placed on a large wooden plat- 
ter and taken to the priest, who, In 
front of the sncred tree, strips it and 
wilts it- Probably this accounts for the 
few Eed Heads that now survive, it be- 
ing said that their numbers hnvo dwin- 
dled.to a mere seven or eight thousand. 
l^or the service the priest In always 
given a shoulder from the sheep which 
It i« iisnnl to kill on such occasions ami 
•Thloh forms the principal item In the 
hlrth feast. Other duties thnt tho priest. 
has to cnrry out nre the cutting of 


• thm» horizontal cuts with a dagger 
just above tho level of the eyebrows <m 
the forehead ot the. dead and the set- 
tling of all disputes. 


When a couple, becomes encaged the 


woman spends most of tier time cook- 
Ing dninty and tasty dishes nnd trot- 
ting round with them to her lover's 
home, followed by her father with wine 
«nd spirits. Breach of promise is al- 
most unknown, for the youth who jilts 
hoc his throat out. An erring husband 
is hanged on some remote tree by the 
red cord lie wears round his nook, and 
the body is left n< n warning to others. 
An erring wife mysteriously disappears, 
and no questions nre asked. 
A man 


who deserts hl.s wlfo also is hanged, 
while flic woman who deserts bt-r bus- 
band Is compelled to return to him. 


There Is n secret ceremony of initia- 


tion which every Red Head i<? compelled 
to undergo on attaining bis seventeenth 
birthday. .It involves seclusion for sev- 
en dnyB nnd solus without food ami 
rtrlnk for three days. At the termina- 
tion of this preliminary test the youth 
is tniiRbt certain passwords and grips 
hy which ho miiy recognize h(<t breth- 
ren, and « red circle Is tattooed on his 
breast. 
The utranco people live on 


terms of friendship with the whole of 
their neighbor", with the exception of 
'ho Turks, whom they hnte at'tl trent 
accordingly. — J. r. Hrlstow-Noble In 
Ixmdon fllohe.

Un- 
til last season I always used a good 
deal of beef scrap, but having read of 
tho great value of buttermilk as a sub- 
stitute I decided to experiment. May

drink only very sour buttermilk, as I 
havo found this to be an excellent pre- 
ventive of bowel trouble. Later they 
had water also. Their feed from start 
to finish was equal pcrts by measure 
of cornineirl ami wliont bran mixed to 
n crumbly mnss with buttermilk. The 
flrst week they were fed four or five 
times a day nil they would clean up. 


TS? buttermilk was always allowed 


to stand until the water or whey rame 
to tho top. This was poured off and 
only the thick part usnd. 


At fourteen weeks of age tlie cock- 


erels went to market, averaging three 
and one-half pounds, while a buyer who 
wanted the pullets for layers bought 
them by the piece without weighing. 


They hud free range and were always 


healthy and thrifty. 
While the addi- 


tion of beef scrup might have given n 
rnther foster piui nt nn ndded cost, T 
was satisfied with the result. 


For mnny years I started nil my 


chicks on a cuke, made with equal parts 
by measure, of bran, menl. ontmenl, 
middling!* nnd beef scrap misled with 
buttermilk nnd baked. I fed this ex- 
clusively tho first weetr, jjjen supple- 
mented it with chick j'eed for two 
weeks, when H was omitted unrt chick 
feed nud dry nmsli were used until the 
chicks were old enough to have- crock 
ed corn nnd wheat. Tlila method rnndo 
morn work ntul gave no better results 
than were obtained In last season's ex- 
porlU'cnL 
With chicks kept In con- 


flneinent results might be different. 


I know of several farmers who nre 


gettlncr good results from bent aiul 
chicks having no form of ment food 
except Tiillk. On one, fnriu nn average 
of 2.000 hens linvc been kept for many 
years 
These nnd tho chicks raised 


each season (.onaiimc the milk from 
nboiit twenty cows. Tlio owner claims 
it is fur more profitable, thnn, it the 
milk were fed to hogs.

stances the milk is soured, wnrmed 
pnotish to sopurnte nnd tlie whey pour- 
ed olT. using only file curd, thus ellm- 
inatlni- » lurge percentage of wnter.

SOME SILO REASONS. 


Valuable Method of Saving Corn That 


Otherwise Would Be Waited. 


TJhe dairy department of the Univer- 


sity of Wisconsin Is responsible for the 
statement, "There's a silo on every 
third form In Wisconsin," and gives 
the following; reasons for that fact: 


Because silage helps the dairyman 


supply his herd with succulence In win- 
ter as well as In summer. It helps to 
keep the cows healthy and productive 
In the winter when green feed Is lack- 
Ing and dairy juices are highest. 


Because a crop of corn has 25 to 30 


per cent greater feeding value when 
put In the »llo than when fed as dry 
fodder. This Is due to the facts: (1) 
That much lean of the feeding value of 
the crop la lost in the ensiling process 
thai, through weathering of fodder In 
the shock and (2) that silage la eaten 
practically without waste, while a con- 
siderable part of the dry corn fodder 
la refused by the stock. 


Because the nllo enables the farmer 


to make tho best possible use of frost- 
ed corn. Even Immature corn may be 
saved by putting It In the silo.

Washington.—In a rfcent news arti- 


cle cabled from the field headquarters 
of the American expeditionary force 
In France, there was given a study of 
the 
temperament, 
characteristics, 


methods and personal attributes of 
MnJ. Gens. John J. Pershing and Wil- 
liam 1>. Sibert. 


Here Is one thing that was said of 


the senior major gectral: 


"Pershing Is of the qnlek-on-the-trig- 


ger style. He Is of the dashing type, 
nervous, always on the go, like a sur- 
charged battery, stirring up everybody 
he comes In contact with, forcing them 
along at top speed." 


Here Is what Is said of the Junior 


major general, who commands the di- 
vision to the field: 


"Sibert Is a deliberate, methodical, 


tireless worker, watching every detail, 
Insistent that reports of his young of- 
ficers be accurate, comprehensive, cov- 
ering every angle—of the type that Is 
persistent and sure . . . He is an 
engineer with a training for accuracy 
that figures down to thousandths of 
an Inch." 


Now, 
ip order to show thnt there Is 


no thought on the part of the writer 
that he has appraised these men too 
lightly, he says this: 


"There are two biff jobs with two 


big men to fill them. The dashing Per- 
shing nnd the methodical Sibert make 
n. team that will be hard to beat when 
their machine once starts." 


American 
military 
officers 
from 


Pershing down to the last second lieu- 
tenant realize that this Is a war of 
method, a methodical war In other 
words, and that It Is also largely an 
engineering war. The picture that one 
rteta of Pershing from the celled ar- 
ticle Is Just such as one carries 1. his 
mind of Cnster on the plains, his yel- 
low hair streaming In the wind a Colt 
revolver In his left hand, s. dazzling 
saber In his right hand, charging head- 
long, regardless of bullets, Into the 
heart of a Slous horde. 


In a methodical war army men say 


that this dare-devil gallantry does not 
win, nnd nobody knows it better than 
Pershing, If the war department had 
believed that Pershing was "quick on 
the trigger" In the sense In which that 
expression usually Is employed, he 
would not have been sent to France. 


The campaign which John J. Per- 


shing led ngnlnst the enemy In the 
Lake Lnnnc district In the Philippines 
was a methodical campaign. It was 
conducted on strict military lines, nnd 
there was no "forcing them along at 
top speed." 
It was th!s campaign 


which promoted Tershlng from a cap- 
taincy to n r.rlgadler generalship. He 
will not sacrifice- American lives In 
France by a recklessness which is for- 
eign to his nature, nnd absolutely for- 
eign to modern methods of fighting. 


Now ns for William I/. Sibert, I hnve 


said what I hnve about Pershing from 
n study of his career nnd from a hun- 
dred or more expressions of opinion 
which, concerning him, h.ive come to 
me from army men who know him well 
personally. 


In tho recently printed, nnd I think 


tn' deeding, although unintentionally 
so, description of Slbert's characteris- 
tics ns n man and n soldier, he Is de- 
scribed ns deliberate and methodical, 
giving close attention to the tiny 
things and In fact having a purely 
nnd mathematically methodical mind. 
Bluntly speaking. It mnkr 
Sibert n 


student rather than n soldier. 


Now for the truth of t:.is thing. 


When William L. Sibert was n Junior 
officer of engineers serving In the Phil- 
ippines he did both engineering nnd 
fighting work so well that It called 
forth the praise of tho general com- 
manding. Theodore Schwtin. The rec- 
ord o? It Is In tho. war department 
today. General Schwan suld thnt this 
engineer Insisted on having n p'«ce 
on the firing line at all times. 


It was William I.. Sibert who stood 


alongside of Roilly's battery, the Rell- 
ly who afterwards was killed at Pe- 
klnp. fit the front of n battlefield ID 
the Philippines, nnd there stood like 
n rock ncair -f t!u- furious close-rnnge 
fire of the enemy.
